WHEREAS it has been found ex- 
pedient to removethe Bluff situate 
adjacent to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way at the West end of Coleman, and 
to build a sidewalk at. or about such 
place. 

AND WHEREAS the necessary per- 
mission has been obtaihed from the 
Canadian Pacific Kailway to use such 
part or parts of their lands as may be 
required for the purpose of such side- 
walk. 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed ex- 
pedient to borrow the sum of Twenty- 
five Hundred Dollars on the credit of 
the Town for the purpose of removing 
the said Bluff and building the saja 
sidewalk and the. doing of the work 
incidental thereto. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
rateable property in the Town accord- 
ing to the lastrevised Assessment Rol] 
is $209,655.00. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount 
of the existing debenture debt of the 
Town is $2,700.00, of which no part 
either of principal ov interest is in ar- 
rear,
